The Home people, with the assistance of
hundreds of weltizens whe flocked to the
pince when it bhevame known that the Home
property was In danger, in rar-
rying out all of the furniture and property
ot the first loor, but eversthing above was
destroyed. There wag no time fo sive the
beds and bedding in the dormitory on the
recond floor, When Manager Lemn and lLils
aesistants had suaiisfied themselves that the
last of the little boys had been taken out
the dormitory was flled with stilling smoke,
Nothing was gotten out of the basement,
but as It was ured for an
there wae nothing but the tools and
ber that could be damaged by the flood of
water thrown into the bullding. The heds
and bedding in the dormitory were all new
and had cost the home outside of the do-
nations over $300. The attic, which was a
large, partly finlshed room fitted with shelv-
Ing, was used for storage purposes and con-
talned all of the clothing of the boys of
the Home, This represented In actual cash
outlay about $150, but was worth much
more,

The fire orlginated In the garret above the
attle next to a blg chimney that rises from
the foundation to the rool of the building.
How it caught 15 a mystery. The ehimney
was made doubly thick purpozely to make il
gufe against fire.  The building I8 heated by
one Immense hard coal stove on the firs
floor and a large wood stove in the dor-
mitory. Flre is kept going in the sloves
all the time, but a brisker fire was started
in the wood stove to make the dormitory
more comfortable while the children were
helng dressed. It s supposd that a spark
sent threugh the chbmney from the wood
fire found a loggment on the roof and was
fanned Into a blaze by the stiff hrecze

The bullling wan erccled to commemo-
rale the tenth anniversary of the founding
of the home, March 16, 1843, from the pro-
ceods of offerings conteibuted for that pur-
poee. It cost over $5,000. It was a hand-
gome stricture, forty feel square, and was
the most pretentious of the g p of twenty
coltages that constitute the home bulldings.

HAD NO INSURANCE,

A singularly unfortunate feature of
calamity lg the fact that the insurance
plred Just seven days ago. Manager Lemen
has always carried lnsurance on every bulld-
ing In the group, and a risk of $2,000 was
placed on this three years ago In l}n- Amer-
lcan Fire Insurance company of New York
City by its sgents In this clty, Day &
Hess. A peeullar combination of cirenm-
stances caused thelr bookkoeper to overlook
the foct that the rlgk expired January 16,
A year ago the compuny ceased dolng busi-
ness in lowa and the property was rein-
gured, By un oversight at that time the
telssue was not recorded on the new books,
and when Mr, Lemen, according to his cus-
tom, asked Day & Hess to renew all rvisks
expiring In January, two new policles were
sent down to him. They were recelved by
his son, and when Mr. Lemep Inquired |If
they had arrived was informed they had.
Mr. Day congratulated Mr. Lemen at noon
upon the fact that the lofs was partinlly
covered by Insurance. An hour later he
made the digcovery that the policy had
lapaed,

To meel the exigencles of the case¢ the
boys' dormlitory was moved to the chaped,
which Is a very comfortable bullding. The
deatruction of the bullding and the enforeoed
use of the chapel leaves no place where the
home school can meel,

Nebraska Congressmen Take t.i'gr-ly Tnterest
in One Branch of Protestion,

QUESTION OF ITS APPLICATION RAISED

to Feed, 1

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(8pecial }—A sub-
jeet of far reaching Interest to the people of
Nebroaska, next to that of beet sugar and
chilcory, which will be discussed In the ways
and means committes, will be the laging of
a duty upon cattle from the border sintes of
Mexico, The prement duty upon Mexlean cat-
tle of 20 per cont ad vilorem was In foree foy
many yeara srior to the enactment of the
MeKinley bll, and during this perlod the
pgrowih of the cattle industry and exporis of
eattle and beef produels was aimply enor-
mous.  Under the McKidley law the taviff
was ralsed to a mpecifie duty of £10 per head,
which on the
amounted In eMect to an ad valorem duty of
over 100 per cent, and rexulted in absolute
prohibitlan of imported cattle from Mexico.
The Wilson bill, now in foree, resonncted the
rate in force prior to the McKinley bill,
namely, 40 per cent ad valorem. Under this
rate, avcording to President E. 1% Ripley of
the Atchlson, Topeka & Hanta Fe system
cattle have been brought acrcsa the line and
fed in Nevieeka, Kanans and Colorado. The
ways and means committee will ke up thia
subject of a duty on Mexlean cattle, but it Is
thought upot. somewhat different Hues than
heretofore,.  Whether, however, the duty
ehall be lald upon the head or upon the pound
Is & question that the “'sbraska delegation in
oongress cannol agree upon. Congréssman
Hafner, who hes glven considerable study to
the sublect of a duty upon Mexican cattle,
and realizing  the importance the subject
beare upon Nebraska intercats, says that he
belleves that the duty should be laid upon
the pouml. In that way the very youngeat
cattle would be shipped Into Nebraska and
the other states mentloned and be fed there
for market purposes. He sayvs that if the
duty were lald upon the pound the cattle
wonld come In much freer from disease than
If laid upon the head, which would permis
any amnd all cattle 1o Be Imported for feeding
purpodcs, Of courde, the duty would not be
allowed to be prohibltive, for, In that event,
the farmers west of the Mlssouri would he
largely injured by ourtailing their ablility
Lo dispeac to good advantage of the grain
nnd other products which they are now en-
abled to feed to cattle profitabily.

Congressman Mercer reasons that the per
pound duty, as suggested by Mr. Halner, is
in_ the nature of an ad valorem duty ze
agalnst a specific duty, which has nlways
been the principle of the republionn party.
He la in favor of a duty upon the head, and
uses very anuch the same argivment that Mr.
